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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

The amendment file 1 1 October 2006 has been entered into this application. Claim 1 1 , 
27-34 and 37 is cancelled. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments/remarks, see pages 8-9, filed 1 1 October 2006, with respect to 
the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-3,12,13 and 27-36 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b)/(e) and 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) have been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been 
withdrawn. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1, 14, 20, 26, 35 and 41 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious wherein the light is due to photoluminescence emission from the object, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. Claims 2-13 are allowable by virtue of 
their dependency. 

As to claims 14, 20, 26 and 41 , the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance is 
indicated in the previous Official Action dated April 11, 2006. Claims 15-19 and 21-25 are 
allowable by virtue of their dependency. 

As to claim 35, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious wherein the first reflective surface faces the image plane and includes a central 
aperture, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. Claims 36 and 38-40 are 
allowable by virtue of their dependency. 

Additional Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The references listed in the attached form PTO-892 teach of other prior art finite 
conjugate reflective light imaging system or system for simultaneously measuring or monitoring 
luminescence from a plurality of samples disposed in a multiple-well plate.
